The houses are being lit by electric light 
and gas is laid on for cooking purposes.

PAINTERS AND WHITE LEAD. 


At the annua! meeting of the National] Federa- 
tion of Master Painters and Decorators of 
England and Wales, at Holland Park Hall, a 
report from the Materials Committee, pre- 
sented by Mr. J. E. Butterworth (Oldham), 
dealt with the question of the use of white 
lead in painting. It stated that an invita- 
tion was received from the white lead manu- 
facturers to join them in 23 ing the Govern- 
ment not to ratify the prohibition clauses of the 
convention adopted at Geneva two years ago. 
The International Materials Committee at a 
speci meeting declined the invitation, 
although they were prepared not to oppose 
a certain extension of exceptions. The Home 
Office Committee of 1911 reported in favour 
of the total prohibition of white lead in 
painting, but a recent Committee took the 
view that for certain painting processes, no 
adequate substitute for white lead was avail- 
able. The Government was considering the 
matter and had not yet announced a decision. 


AN ARCHITECT’S DUTIES AND 
FEES. 


At Cavan Quarter Sessions P. J. Brady, 
architect, Ballyhaise, sued Belturbet Urban 
Council for £47 7s. for professional services 
rendered in connection with a housing scheme. 

Mr. T. Gilsenan, solicitor (for the defen- 
dants), applied for an adjournment of the 
action. He said plaintiff was town surveyor 
of Belturbet, and, as such, had fixed duties, 
but he was suing for work done in connection 
with housing scheme as outside his contract 
as town surveyor.

THE CONCRETE AGE. 


GREAT NEW ROADS AND 
BRIDGES, 


The schemes for the construction of new 
roads and bridges throughout Great Britain, 
under the Government's unemployment plans, 
include several works of national importance, 

The most notable of the new bridges is the 
road bridge across the Tay to Dundee, a dis- 
tance of two miles. The Firth is already 
crossed by a railway en 3 of wrought iron, 
over two miles in length, which took five 
ears to build. aiid was opened fh 1807. This 
js the longest bridge in the world over tidal 
water. It took the place of the first Tay 
railway bridge which was blown down during 
a severe storm on the evening of Sunday, 
December 28, 1879, while a passenger train 
was crossing from the south to the north. 
The new road bridge will be built of ferro- 
concrete, not far from the present railway 
bridge, at an estimated cost of £900, 

The idea is to utilise the foundations of the 
old Tay Bridge, Which are immediately along- 
side the present structure. The bridge is 
designed in the form of a series of ,arches 
of the same height as the existing girder 
bridge. The bridge will be of great import- 
ance in providing direct road communication 
between Dundee and the south. The bridge 
will require about five years to build, and 
preliminary operations can be put in hand at 
an early date. ) 
Another important scheme is the construe- 
tion of a new road bridge over the i weed at 
Berwick—th2 old border pass between England 
and Scotland. The existing narrow old stone 
bridge of fifteen arches is pleasant to look at 
for its suggestion of historic antiquity, as seen 
by travellers from the train crossing the river 
by the high viaduct. It is not clear whether 
the scheme fo: the construction of a new 
bridge involves the removal of the old. The 
materials to be used in the new bridge are 
steel, cement, and stone. 

The River Dee (flowing through Chester to 
the Irish Sea) is algo to be crossed by a new 
bascule bridge at Queen's Ferry, near Flint. 
There is a structure there at present, but 80 
old and dilapidated is it that the loading of 
vehicles crossing it has to be severely re- 
stricted. This work will be entirely in steel. 

The County Council ot Durham has under- 
taken to build twenty-one new bridges; and 
the County Council of Northumberland is. to 
reconstruct eighty-two of the existing bridges. 


Other Ei where bridges are to be built are 
Sheffield, Nottingham, Wolverhampton, and 
Guildford. 


The schemes for new roads include several 
important constructions in the counties of 
Hertfordshire, Essex, and Kent, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Greater London. The Great 
North road is to be widened for a consider- 
able length. 

Of the approved’ schemes the most im- 
portant work is the new road which is being 
made from Glasgow to Edinburgh, an esti- 
mated distance of about forty miles. Its cost 
will be £2,000,000.

The bungalow is also well fitted, and saves 
a great amount of labour for the housewife. 
The method of construction is novel. First, 
there is a substantial steel frame, then on the 
inside there are 4in. breeze block walls. On 
the outside galvanised iron will be applied 
horizontally, This can be made absolutely 
watertight. The building is then tarred and 
painted, so that it has an attractive appear- 
ance.

NEW BRICK-MAKING PROCESS. 


A new brick-making process is referred to in 
the Engineering Supplement of The Times. 
B/ this process, it is said, it is possible to 
make bricks and tiles from materials which 
up to the present have been useless for such 
manufacture. Briefly, the process consists in 
the thorongh disintegration and drying of the 

rticles of the material as a first operation. 
The saving of time is obvious, for after fifteen 
minutes he dried and finely granulated clay 
passes to a moistening device wherein a com- 
plete stirring, without compression, combined 
with a projection of fine particles of water, 
converts the dry clay into a pulverised mass 
which is perfectly and regularly moistened to 
the exact degree required. 
The material is then led into hydraulic 
presses, and on leaving these a brick placed 
edgewise is of sufficient strength to support 
the weight of two men standing upon it. The 
bricks are then baked immediately, 80 per 
cent. being suitable for facing bricks. ' 

Time.—Óne series of machinéry can produce 
from. 2,500 to 4,800 bricks an hour. 
Labour.—The labour needed in the new

wet process is as 7 : 22, and 

Cost.—The comparison of the approximate 
cost per thousand is as 13 : 21. 
The finished product has 50 per cent. more 
resistance to pressure, frost, and chipping. It 
will be seen, therefore, from the foregoin 
that here is a process by which bricks — 
tiles may be made, superior in quality, at a 
cheaper rate, with less labour, and, above all, 
in very much less time than has hitherto been 
the case. It is this last point which is of 
immense importance if the expected and long- 
overdue revival in the building industry is to 
be forthcoming. 


TO POPULARISE ELECTRIC 
LIGHT,

_ Sheffield Corporation are inaugurating an 
interesting scheme for popularising electric 
light among the working classes. It has been 
decided to start with an expenditure of 
£10,000, which will pay the cost of wiring 
about 2,000 houses with an average of four 
lamps each, and it is hoped that it will be 
possible to let out lamps for the sum of one 
pany each per week. The Corporation will 
instal the wiring and fittings, including 
lamps, but there are two s tions as to the 
method of payment by th mant.

His refusal was based on the ground that the problem has been explored 
thoroughly and that the Free State Revenue authorities have done everything in 
their power to minimise the inconvenience which the present system involves. i 

The Minister for Defence made a statement on the treatment of political 
prisoners. He deni.d that anybody had been ill-treated, and described the mutiny 
that took place in Mountjoy last September. . 

Regarding the hunger-strike, he said that many prisoners had been driven to it 
by their leaders. On the 17th ylt. steps taken to control the prisoners’ move 
ments resulted in the discovery of a tunnel which was some seventy yards long. 
It would probably have been completed in another ten days. 

Further progress was made with the Committee stage of the Judiciary Bill. 
The Attorney-General, who took his seat for the first time, had charge of the 
measure, Several members expressed misgivings about the control that the bill 
proposes to give the Minister of Fimance over the District Justices’ salaries, and 
Mr, Kennedy agreed to give the matter further consideration.

FREE STATE’S POSITION. 
The Speaker took the chair at 3.10 p.m. 
Mr. Connor Hogan (Clare) had a question 
eddressed to the President ,asking whether 
the following statement, attributed to the 
Minister of Education, in the report of the 
Imperial Conference, expressed the sentiments 
of the Government:—“If the League of 
Nations required a certain duty to be done, a 


certain amount of pressure, in whatever form. 


desired, to be applied, I am perfectly certain 
that the nation for which I sit here would 
not be behind in doing that duty.” 

The Minister for Home Affairs, replying on 
behalf of the President, said that the League 
of Nations was charged with the maintenance 
of world peace, so far as this laudable object 
could be obtained by the influence at its dis- 
posal. In any effort which might be made 
to that end the Government would not fail to 
afford every assistance within their power and 
competence, This was, as he understood it, 
the meaning of the words quoted. It must, 
at the same time, be remembered that the 
position of the Saorstat under Article 49 of 
the Constitution had been expressly preserved 
on its admission to the League of Nations, 


DOUBLE INCOME TAX. 
NO CHANGE IN PRESENT 
ARRANGEMENTS. 


Mr. John Geod (Co. Dublin) asked the 
Minister for Finance whether, in view of the 
trouble and expense arising from the deduc- 
tion of double income tax from dividends on 
investments in Great Britain, he would have a 
full inquiry made into thé whole matter and 
other arrangements substituted. , 

The Minister for Finance (Mr. Blythé) 
snaid—As this question seems te be very 
much in the public mind at present I propose 
to deal with it at some length. Taxation at 
the source is fundamental in the British in- 
come tax system, and, as we have taken over 
the British income tax code, it is also funda- 


mental in ours. Even M we undertook, the 


tremendous task of devising a new income tax 
svstem of our own it would not touch the 
difficulty which the deputy has in mind, since 
British income tax would still be deducted 
from divedends on investments in Great 
Britain held by Saorstat Eireann residents, 


INCONVENIENCE UNAVOIDABLE, 
The income tax systems of Great Britain 
aud of the Saorstat are, however, now quite 
independent of each other, and Saorstat\resi- 
dents have to realise that as long as they 
hold British investments there must be a 
certain amount of inconvenience arising from 
the fact that both Governments have a claim 
to income tax on the dividends, The Saorstat 
Government must collect from Saorstat resi- 
dents the income tax to which they are liable 
by law, and tax deducted from Saorstat resi- 
dents by the British Government does not 
reach the Saorstat exchequer, any more than 
French income tax'or Australian income tax, 
though many taxpayers seem to think it does, 
or ought to. i 

On the other hand, the guestion of mini- 
mising as far as possible the inconvenience to 
\axpayers, consequent on the fact I have re- 

aired to, has been receiving the continuous 

ttention of the Revenue Commissioners for 
the Saorstat. 

In the first place, an arrangement was 
eliccled with the British Government last 
April, the result of which is broadly that, 
after the necessary adjustments have been 
made, the total tax paid to both the British 
Government and the Saorstat Government will 
not exceed the tax which a Saorstat resident 
would have borne if there had been no deduc- 
tion of British tax. In other words, there is 
normally in the long run complete relief from 
double taxation by the two Governments.

“In order effectively to prevent any other 
such escape by tunnel, orders were issued 
that steps should be taken to make the 
prisoners in the camps‘at the Curragh dig 
trenches around each camp. The prisoners’ 
leaders were removed from the camps before 
the prisoners were made to commence this 
work, and a number of those leaders were 
transferred to the Military Prison at the 
Curragh Camp. The statements referred to 
allege ill-treatment here. 


RESULT OF INQUIRY, 


“The following report, dated 4th August, 
1923, is the result of an inquiry into such 
allegations:— “ The prisoners named were 
brought to Military Prison, Curragh Camp, 
at about 12 noon on the 24th April, 1923, and 
dinner was served out at 1 p.m., and about 
5 p.m. tea, bread and butter, was served out 
to each prisoner.

IMPERIAL CONFERENCE 
VIEWS. 


The Times observes in a leading article 
There is matter of far more than agricultural 
interest in the official report of the statements 
made at a recent meeting of the Imperial 
Conference on the importation of live stock to 
this country. Perhaps the most important 
passage in the whole’debate—of greater im- 
portance than the subject under discussion— 
was that in which Mr. Bruce summed up his 
attitude towards this and other problems of a 
rative Commonwealth of Nations. We 
say, he declared, that nobody is entitled to try 
to dictate to us as to what we shall do for the 
people who are our own particular producers, 
and, having taken that view, we certainly 
would not think for one second of attempting 
to force any other Government to take any 
action which was against the interests of their 
own particular producers, and I do not think 
it is dictated by a feeling of apprehension that 
we might be weakening our own position. 
That is really the fundamental principle 
preached by all the Dominion statesmen 
assembled at the Conference. It is applied by 
them to every question that crops up—whether 
it be of population or of Protection or of 
Preference. It is the principle, in effect, that 
it is the business of every nation in the 
British- Commonwealth to develop, first and 
foremost, its own national life, and then, and 
not till then, to go first to its sister nations 


It entirely disposes of the old theory that 
Preference meant a sacrifice for the senti- 
mental object of helping kinsmen overseas, 
and it represents, we believe, the true lines 
on which our own Government is now work- 
ing out its Imperial policy. As the law 
stands, no cattle, but stores, can be intro- 
duced into the country except for immediate 
slaughter. Sir Robert Sanders is rig eu in 
thinking that British producers are averse 
from any further change in the law as 
inimical to their interests. He believes— 
although he must know that many of them 
are opposed even to the admission of pedigree 
stock—that they would consent to waive this 
particular objection, and he is, therefore, 
prepared to introduce legislation with that 
end in view. That is the most that 
h. can do as Mr. Mackenzie King and Mr. 
Graham, in spite of the disappointment which 
they felt and expressed no doubt, realised. 

With regard to Mr. Grahain’s complaint, 
that some of the animals graded as stores in 
Canada are classified on their arrival here as 
fat cattle, and are consequently slaughtered, 
it seems obvious that it must be left to the 
British inspectors to decide whether they 
come under the head of stores or not, and to 
carry out the law accordingly. In the details, 
as well as in the broader aspects of inter- 
Imperial trade, the principal applies, that 
sank Government has the right to decide, 
without dictation from any other, what steps 
are best for the protection of its own pro 
ducers.

FOR NOVEMBER. 


MOUNTAINS OF THE MOON. 
FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT: 


Tug Pranets:—The night sky is still 
almost completely blank of planets until the 
early morning. 

Mercury is in Superior Conjunction on the 
15th and invisible. Venus sets at 5 p.m. at 
the end of the month, and may be visible for 
a short time low down in the South-West after 
sunset. Her disc is nearly circular and very 
small, and has little interest as a telescopic 
object. She will, however. rapidly become 
conspicuous during December. Mars and 
Saturn are morning stars, and are close 
together at the end of the month. Their 
closest approach does not take place till De- 
cember dnd, when they are within a degree 
and a half of each other in Virgo and near 
the bright star Spica. Jupiter is in Con- 
junction on the 22nd and invisible. 

Tug Moon :— 

Last Quarter on November Ist at 8.49 p.m. 

New Moon on November 8th at 3.27. 

First Quarter on November 15th, at 9.41 


a.m. 

Full Moon on November 23rd at 12.58 p.m. 

There will be an occultation of the bright 
star Aldebaran on the morning of the 24th; 
disappearance at 6.57 a.m., reappearance at 
7.43 a.m. at Greenwich, about two minutes 
earlier at Dublin. The Moon will be full, and 
the Sun rises at 7.33, so the phenomenon will 
not be very fayourably displayed. Several 
other stars in Taurus will be occulted on the 
same night, but they are all small and not 
likely to be visible close to the full Moon. 
There will also be an occultation of Beta 
Virginis (magnitude 3.8) after sunrise on the 
5th ;~ disappearance 1.40 a. m., reappearance 
8.49 a.m. This also is not likely to be easily 
observed in this country. 

The best nights for observing the Moon 
will be from the llth to the 20th: On the 
evening of the lith the lunar features most 
favourably placed for observation will be the 
great craters Langrenus, Vendelinus, Petavius, . 
and Furnerius, with the Mare Crisium and the 
Mare Fecunditatie. In the last ig situsted the 
curious little pair of craters known as Messier, 
with their comet-like tail. On the 12th the 
Mare Tranquillitatis and Mare Nectaris are 
coming into view, and the great pair of craters 
Atlas and Hercules are conspicuous in the 
North. On the 15th the Sun is rising on the 
Mare Serenitatis, where the craters of 
Posidonius and Le Monnier, with their curious 
shadows, will ‘well repay careful study. 
Further south the magnificent triple group of 
craters, Catharina, Cyrillus and Theophilus, 
at once attract the eye. Immediately south 
of them are the Altai Mountains. 

On the 14th the Mar. Serenitatis is nearly 
all in view, and just on the sunrise line is 
Linné, the puzzling little crater which is sup- 
posed to have disappeared about 1860, and is 
now only represented by a little hill and a 
white spot. Unfortunately the evidence is 
not quite clear as to what actually was there 
before 1860. Now it requires a pretty power- 
ful telescope to see anything there at all. 
South of the Mare Serenitatis the curious 
Cleft of Ariadeus is visible with quite a
